A FEW REMARKS ON 

GARDEN INSECTS AND 

THEIR CONTROL 

This weekly letter on garden 
insect s has been contributed by 
M. Geo, F. Manson, Assistant 
Entomologif at the Dominion 
Entomological Laboratory, Ixth 
bidge. Mr. Manson, who is in 
charge of garden insect investig¬ 
ations in Alberta, has prov ded 
information in this letter whi ii 
should be of interest and value 
to all readers, 

Weather conditions like those 
gof the present season, wlv'ch 
delay plant development, als > 
petard development of insect > 
The grower should not be mis¬ 
led, however, by the absence of 
these pests in the early spring, 
iyid should constantly be cn t’ j 
watch for the first signs of at¬ 
tack. 

A good deal of insect troubl • 
can be avoided by the use of 
good cuiturl practices. Refuse 
from the garden should be bur 
ned in the fall, as it may har- 
bqr insect eggs or provide prut 
ectjqn for thqSe insects wh’ch 
live over the winter. If possibl** 
the garden should be move 1 
each year and the old plot sqn 
pier-fallowed in preparation 
for the next season. In starting 
the garden off in the spring, 
pnythhijr which will make for 
vigorous plant growth ^ ill also 
aid the plants to resist insect 
attacks, * v 

For purposes of control, in¬ 
sects are divided into tw„ class¬ 
es based on their method oi 
feeding. One group, for exam¬ 
ple, the potato beetle, actually

N rmal hair should be sham- 
po >c l about once every ten 
days, but never with soap in its 
cal.c form. Buy a liquid sham- 
po > on tho market, or make 
one with soap shavings melted 
in hot water. 

If you have vcr v much dan- 
druf. a good plan is to take an 
ordinary comb and free th / ' 
dam’ruff by gently scrolling 
tho scalp. Then brv.sli the hair 
thoroughly 1 vfore washing. 

For uj*y hair, the hot balsam 
oil r impoo is a necessity, espcc 
ially should the oil be left on 
tho night before washing. And 
foy this type always dry hair 
with the hands and not with a 
drying machine. After the 
shampoo, apply a little herbal 
scalp food, rubbing it tgiskly 
into the skin. Every two weeks 
is ofte^ enough for dry, brittle 
hair to be washed. 

The oil v hair will need sham- 
oein v twice a week. Use a spec 
ini hair tonic designed for this 
type of hair. This combined 
with repeated massaging with 
the finger tips and much brush 
ing should shortly put the hair 
in condition. Never, however, 
brush the hair down, only up¬ 
wards and outwards. 

The oil shampoo once a month 
for every type of hair is a 
go >ci rule to go by.
